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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because of the following informalities: 

• It is suggested that "a lighting unit" be given a reference number and arrowed lead 
line to indicate the entire lighting unit. 

• The drawings fail to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(1) which require all lines to be 
uniformly thick. 

• It is suggested that some of the arrowed lead lines be replaced with arrowed lead 
lines having a more definitive arrow on the end. For example, but not limited to, 
the arrowed lead lines of reference numerals: 2 (figure 1), 10 (figure 2), etc. Also, 
the arrowed "light beams" of figure 3 should also be replaced. 

• It is also suggested that all of the reference numerals having the character "1" in it 
be replaced with a "1" having a shorter tail (the piece extending downward to the 
left of the base line). 

• Figure 2 is objected to as violating 37 CFR 1 .84(m) which states, "the use of 
shading in views is encouraged if it aids in understanding the invention and if it 
down not reduce legibility... Solid black areas are not permitted." 

• It is suggested that Applicant employed the services of a certified draftsman. 

2. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet 
should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should 
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not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must 
be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be 
renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claims 1-20 are allowed. Prior art, whether taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a lighting unit for vehicles comprising a grid of semiconductor light 
sources wherein the grid is divided into at least two grid segments separated by a shading 
device which increases a gradient of light intensity at a light/dark boundary.
